I am always glad to get into the 


San Gabriel valley. 
I feel about 


this beautiful spot much the same 
as the early Spanish explorers must 
have felt when, charmed by its beau- 
ty and .productiveness; they founded 
the Mision of San Gabriel in 1771 in 
the heart of this valley. Who could 
have looked forward from those days 
to the present time and visualized 
Southern California with its millions 
of people and the great metropolis 
stretching from the mountains to 
tho sea? And it is this picture of 
modern times that we have to deal 
with. 


The rapid influx of people and in 


consequence of this, great influx by 
industry, has brought home to your 
section the enormity of some of the 
problems that must be faced 
and 


faced quickly to balance and to pre- 
serve the wealth which you now 
have and to provide for your great 
future growth. The San Gabriel val- 
ley cities in my estimation have a 
unique position in Southern Califor- 
nia, in that they can preserve to 
themselves the wealth of their sur- 
rounding agricultural lands and still 
they can share fully in the great 
metropolitan development that 
is 


going on within Los Angeles county. 
Other sections, perhaps 
seemingly 


more favored, cannot do this, for the 
march of 
material 
progress 
is 


weeping away the last vestage of 
heir early charm and agriculture is 
isappearing to make way for tho 
actory and the warehouse. 


In the San Gabriel valley cities 
fiis condition need not obtain. 
It 


going to be possible for you to 


Iways retain the charm of 
your 


arly surroundings. Factory 
loca- 


ions will be sought and industries 
vill come to you in ever increasing 
olume, but these again need not 
.estroy or even mar the 
appeal 


vhich this beautiful valley has to a 
ome-loving population who desire 
o live near the soil. 


I think it is quite desirable at this 


ime to discuss some of the bigger 
problems of the San Gabriel valley 
ities in which we jointly have to 
ako part. I refer particularly to the 
jiant flood control program of the 
(ounty of Los Angeles which means 
so much in its proper application to 
;he future of this valley. You know 
ihe support the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Conmie»ce-gate to' these 'flood'cou- 
;rol 
bonds and in every way lent 


our aid to that most excellent and 
efficient body of men—the Los Ang- 
eles county board of supervisors— 
vho are bringing about these major 
jrojects which will for ever control 
;he vast potential water supplies of 
our mountain ranges and protect the 
millions of investments that have 
seen placed in these valleys subject 
to those waters. 
Every citizen of 


,os Angeles county should lend his 


wholehearted support to the board of 
supervisors in their great flood con- 
;rol program and petty bickering or 
oetty politics should not be allowed 
;o enter into realms of these bigger 
things. 
(Applause.) 


There is another element almost 


as serious and that is the protection 
of the forest areas from which the 
•Jan Gabriel valley draws its water 
supply. These forest areas must not 
bo denuded by fires caused by care- 
less campers. It would be far bet- 
ter to close these forests entirely to 
the public, if necessary, than to per- 
mit again such a disaster as occurred 
in the fire of last year in the water- 
shed of this valley. 
These moun- 


tain ranges and their forest cover 
are the very substance on which 
these valleys must grow and it is 
the duty of every citizen to sup- 
port the hand of the county board 
of supervisors in any forest policy, 
no matter how drastic, to protect 
these water sheds. 


On this question also the Los 


Angeles chamber of commerce has 
lent its fullest support and we have 
and are continually urging 
the 


United States government to take 
a greater part in the protection of 
these south-western mountain wat- 
ersheds, because the very nature 
of the climate is such as to make 
the flro menace many times great- 
er than that of tho average forest 
and we must make our government 
understand this. 
The average ap- 


propriation for forest 
protection 


does not fit our needs and we must 
combine and work together to get 
larger 
percentage 
appropriation 


from the United States government 
in the protection of these mountain 
ranges from fires. 


And now a word about the com- 


mercial aspects of the modern-day 
development. 
It may 
sometimes 


seem to the cities of the San Gab- 
riel valley that the great industrial 
movement is from Los Angeles to- 
ward the sea, but a closer and more 
detailed .study of this situation will 
convince any one of the valley towns 
to the north and cast of Los Angeles 
have opportunities equal to any ex- 
isting in Los Angeles county for an 
industrial 
development. 
I 
think 


there is considerable confusion at 
times in the minds of the subu:b~-. 
communities surrounding Los Ang- 
eles as to how industrial develop- 
ment takes place and oftentimes tho 
suggestion comes to us from some 
community or a group of communities 
that they should undertake an in- 
dustrial survey and a drive for indus- 
tries throughout tho east. 


It is true that all of the suburban 


communities surrounding Los Angeles 
should undertake industrial tmrveys. 
They should know what they have to 
attritct industries. Or let mo state it 
in another way—they should know 
what they lack of attractions to in- 
dustries so that they can supply it, 
but their campaign for industries 


should be carried on in Los Angeles 
and not in the east. The industrial 
campaign of the Los Angeles cham- 
ber of commerce and the ^pulling 
power of the great markets of Sou- 
thern California are the things that 
are building up industry in Southern 
California and so far as the subur- 
ban communities are concerned, it is 
entirely up to them to say whether 
they, by the very facilities they af- 
ford, will endeavor to attract these 
new industries to them or whether 
they prefer not to have them. 


This is likewise true of the expan- 


sion of industries already located 
within or close to Los Angeles. Many 
of these industries in their rapid 
growth have found it impossible to 
secure the amount of land they need 
in their .present Iqcation at a price 
they can afford to pay. Consequent- 
ly, they seek new locations in the 
suburban territories and here again 
is a large source of prospects for the 
suburban community that desire to 
foster industry, but I must 
state 


frankly here that unless the partic- 
ular community seeking industry 
has some element in its favor great- 
er, or let say more attractive, than 
those in other communities of Los 
Angeles county, your 
progress 
in 


these lines will necessarily be slow. 


Therefore, I say that the San Gab- 


riel valley community should expert- 
ly study its own situation and com- 
pare it with that obtaining in other 
suburban communities that are at- 
tracting an industrial 
growth and 


build to the end that your attrac- 
tions may be of such a nature as to 
bring to you your share of the indus- 
tries that are coming into Los Ang- 
eles county each day. 


In closing my remarks,^ want to 


add a word of congratulation to the 
San Gabriel valley people in their 
ability to have an Associated Cham- 
bers of Commerce. The cooperative 
spirit so finely indicated by this or- 
ganization will, if maintained and 
strengthened, make this great valley 
the beauty spot of Southern Califor- 
nia. 
No one community, however 


powerful, is sufficient unto itself, and 
the great projects which must be de- 
veloped if Southern California is to 
prosper and grow, must be developed 
cooperatively, each community shar- 
ing alike in. the benefits and each 
community sharing alike also in the 
hard work that must always precede 
any great development of'natural re- 
sources. 
I think the San Gabriel 


valley has set an example in this 
type of community cooperation and 
it is my belief that she will profit 
greatly by it.

Thorpe, who has recently returned to 
his Covina homo from a'business and 
pleasure trip to Florida.) 


To a Californian the scenery from 


Los Angeles to New Orleans offers 
littlo of interest, but once across the 
Mississippi river the country changes 
changes greatly in appearance, and 
is very interesting. Large fields of 
rice, sugar cane and cotton are seen 
onronte. and forests and rivers all 
the way. but the small unpainted 
houses do not compare 
favorably 


with those of California farmers. 


The train bearing me westward over 


the Southern Pacific and Louisville 
and Nashville railway was crowded 
with people eager to seek fortunes 
with the real estate speculators of 
Florida, forty-five of whom were 
from Los Angeles and vicinity, en- 
routc to seek new fortunes. 
The 


route took us quickly to Mobile, 
Alabama, Biloxi, Miss., Peusacola an 
the Gulf, and thence to Jacksonville 
on the Atlantic coast, which is one 
of the three largest cities in the 
state, Tampa and Miami being the 
other two cities, each having about 
125,000 inhabitants, and each trying 
to outgrow the other. 
Just "now 


Miami seems to be quite in the lead. 


At Jacksonville I took train for 


Orlando, in the middle-southern end 
of Florida, a beautiful city of about 
li).000 people, with many modern 
buildings, and twenty-seven lovely 
lakes within its city limits. Taking a 
motor bus from Orlando, I had a de- 
lightful ride down the Indian river, 
and along the Atlantic coast to Mia- 
mi, a distance of 275 miles over a 
well-paved auto road. 
For many 


miles we saw alongside the road 
lovely great cocoanut trees, full of 
big cocoanuts, many banana trees 
full of fruit, and several very fine 
pineapple plantations. 
The orange 


groves we hear so much about in 
the famous Indian river district do 
not look very good to a Californian, 
although the trees were all vigorous 
and healthy looking, but with a ra- 
ther poor crop of oranges on them. 


We passed many beautiful lakes 


and rivers during this long ride, and 
saw many pleasure craft enjoying 
boat rides, and many people in bath- 
ing. 


Enroute to 
Miami 
we 
passed 


through "Hollywood," one of their 
biggest additions to their city, and 
distant about 25 miles. Here were 
some very fine and substantial im- 
provements, but not much like our 
own town of that name. We passed 
"Pomona," 
"Rcdondo 
Beach." 


"Pasadena," and "Venice." The 
finest and best-improved subdivision 
is one called Coral Gables, and is 
quite the equal of any high class 
subdivision in California, including 
large 
public 
park, 
18-hole 
golf 


course, artificial lakes and water- 
ways, all for \ise of residents, and 
high building restrictions. 


At Cocoanut Beach I saw the love-

Early Frosts Are 


Predicted This Year 


Early fi-ost, and an extremely cold 


winter, is predicted for .the winter 
of 1925-2f> by one of the foremost 
business statistical organizations of 
the country. Tnis prediction is based 
on figures gathered over a long 
period of years, coupled with astron- 
omical observations, which show that 
the sun's heut ,has been lower than 
the normal during the last three 
years, from which' calculations have 
been made showing that it is more 
than reasonable to expect remark- 
ably cold temperatures all through 
the early fall and winter.
